The Examiner rejected Claims 1-6 and 16-21 under 35 USC §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Taub in view of Buttery et al. Claims 1-6 and 1 6-21 have been cancelled, and 
thus, their rejection is moot. 

The Examiner also rejected Claims 7-10 under 35 USC § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Martin in view of Caldwell et al. Claims 7-1 0 have been cancelled, and thus, their rejection 
is moot.
